Both the government and the municipal 
administration have decided to adopt strong 
measures to prevent shopkeepers from un- 
duly raising the price of food, but as the cli- 
max is reached the authorities appear to 
be concerned with what may follow even 
more than with the present situation. The 
fear that pestilence will come in the wake of 


the. flood) is great, and arrangements are

The engine room of the paper mills at 
Essones, near Corbeil, in Seine-et-Oise, is 
being flooded, and as the mills there supply a 
good deal of the paper used by the Paris 
newspapers the publications of the metrop- 
olis are in danger of having their supply 
eut off.

Dam Breaks; Race for Life. 


When the dam at Gennevilliers, six miles 
from Paris, broke, a wall of water swept 
over the plain, submerging the lower quar- 
ters of Genneviilliers and the neighvoring 
towns of Colombes and Asnieres. The latter 
place, a summer resort, is two miles from 
Paris. A general race for life followed the 
breaking of the dam, but, fortunately, saflors 
were at hand, and they succeeded in taking 
off in boats all those imprisoned in the 
houses.

The Palais de Glace and other pleasure re- 
sorts and restaurants are surrounded. Cel- 
lars in the district comprising the Faubourg 
Montmartre and the Rue Berger, and the 
richer sections in the Rue de Provence, the 
Rue Drouot, and the Rue Chateaudon are 
filled to the street level with water from the 
overfiowed subterranean river. 

The number of refugees arriving here is 
enormous, Charenton alone sending in 88,- 
000, who had come there from Calais and 
other afflicted points. 

A large number of the schools are closed 
because of lack of heat, and the munſeipal- 
ity is considering the advisability of closing 
all of them. 

Practically all of the flooded suburban 
towns above and below Paris are without 
light and several of,them without water. 
Their inhabitants are hastily leaving. 


U. S. BED CROSS APPEALS. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 28.—The American 
Red Cross society having been notified today 
by Robert Bacon, American ambassador in 
Paris. that contributions from this country 
to aid the flood sufferérs in France would be 
scceptable, tonight issued the following ap- 
peal to the American public: 

“The American Red Cross has received 
cable advices from the United States am- 
bassador in France that the government 
of that country will deeply appreciate 
contributions from America for the assist- 
ance of those suffering from the terrible 
food now devastating Paris and the 
neighboring provinces. 

** Pursuant to this information. the Red 
Cross hereby appeals to the people of the 
United States to contribute with their 

hbaracteristic generosity to the relief of 
our neighbors whose misfortune calls for 
our substantial sympathy, a sympathy 
deeper because of the traditional friend- 
ship between the people of France and 
this country. Contributions for this pur- 
pose sent to Charlies D. Norton, treasurer 
of the Red Cross, Washington, D. C., will 
be forwarded promptly by cable through 
the American ambassador.” 


Morgan Offers $50,000. 

New Tork. Jan. 28.—J. Pierpont Morgan 
has cabled the French authorities having in 
charge the relief of the flood victims, coffer- 
ing $50.000 to help in the work. 

In response to the message sent by the 
chamber of commerce of New York to the 
Paris chamber of commerce a cablegram 
was received today from France as follows:

GEN. WILLIAM F. DRAPER DEAD; 
ONCE AMBASSADOR TOITALY. 


Former Diplomat Succumbs at His Home 
in Washington After a Long Iliness— 
Won Honor in Civil War. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 28.—Gen. William 
F. Draper, former American ambassador to 
Italy, died at his home here tonight after a 
prolonged illness. He was 68 years old. 

‘Gen. Draper was born in Lowell, Mass. 
April 9, 1842, and served in the union army 
from 1861 to 1864, holding commissions from 
second lieutenant to lleutenant colonel, com- 
manding, and also colonel and brigadier 
general by brevet. He was twice wounded. 

In 1888 Gen. Draper was à presidential 
elector, and he served as a Republican mem- 
ber in the Fifty-third and Fifty-fourth con- 
gresses; declining a third nomination. In 
1897 he was appointe ambassador to Italy, 
holding that post until 1900. 

The general served as commander of the 
Loyal Legion of Massachusetts. Of late 
years he divided his time between Washing- 
ten and Hopedale, Mass.

Absolute Divorce of Roads Only Means

Washington, D. C., Jan. 8. —I Special.] 
There is to be no cessation of the govern- 
ment’s efforts to divorce the Union Pacific 
and the Southern Pacific railroads and to de- 
stroy the entire combination of rafiroads et-

This is the decision President Taft an- 
nounced a meeting of the cabinet today 
when all the aspects of the matter were care- 
fuly considered. Apprehensive of the result 
of the government’s action, Robert S. Lovett, 
president of the Harriman lines; . former 
United States Senator Jobn C. Spooner and 
Maxwell Evarts, attorneys for the Harriman 
system, appealed to the president to abandon 
the prosecution on the ground. that, as Mr. 

Harriman was dead, the ipal person 
who had made the combination was removed 
from the earthly proceedings and wpe it was 
unfair to prosecute.

Points Made by Wickersham. 

In his report to President Taft Attorney 
General Wickersham pojnted out ‘that the 
control of the Central Pacific in connection 
with the Southern Pacific did not suppress 
competition because the Oregon Short Line, 
which runs in a northeasterly direction from 
a point near Ogden to Portland, was an active 
competitor with the Central Pacific. He held 
also that the line built by former Senator 
William A Clark from Ogden to Los Angeles, 
across part of Death valley, had been sup- 
pressed as a competing system to the Central 
Pacific ‘dnd Southern Pacific roads. This 
une was acquired also, it was, understood, 
by the Harriman interests.

Have agreed with Mr. W. B. Heyburn, in 
consideration for his services as attorney, 
to carry him for one claim of 160 acres in 
the coal, free of cost to him, and he agrees 
to do all our legal work in procuring titles, 
etc.”’ 

In an affidavit made subsequent to the loss 
of his journal Cunningham made public a 
letter from Senator W. B. Heyburn of Idaho 
“Th which the senator said: 

„ do not desire to particpate in or be in- 
terested in any manner, directly or indi- 
rectly, in acquiring public lands. Whatever 
services I may perform properly within my 
duty as a public official for yourself or any 
other constituent I sha:! cheerfully perform, 
but not for any consideration, directly or 
indirectly. I do not, desire any interest to 
be carried for me or on my account with a 
view ta any present or future profit to my- 
self.“ ‘ 

The journal contained, under date of 1908, 
an agreement among the Cunningham claim- 
ants to form a company, each claimant to 
give Cunningh:.m one-eighth of his stock in 
return for services.

There is 
a fight in the public lands committee over 
the conservation reforms: A caucus of the 
house will be necessary to get the passage 
of a postal savings bank bill. 

In the house itself some of the insurgents 
and some of the regulars will support the 
president’s interstate commerce recommen- 
dation while some of the regulars and all 
of the insurgents will oppose the ship sub- 
sidy bill 


Cannot Choke Off Argument. 


In view of the condition existing in the 
house, the vice president and Senator Crane 
deemed it proper to call the attention of the 
speaker thereto, and urge bim to take meas- 
ures to get speedy reports from the commit- 
tees and harmonious action on the part of 
Republican congressmen... Mr. Cannon rea)- 
izes the time hes passed when he can jam 
through a rule limiting the debate and forc- 
ing the passage of a measure. Unquestiona- 
bly, if a rule were brought in the insurgents 
and their allies would attempt to defeat it, 
and thus deliver a second crushing blow to 
Cannonism. 

In view of the danger in the situation, the 
house leaders are more.and more wedded to 
the Taft. proposal to hold caucuees. Any 
insurgent remaining away from a caucus on 
an administration measure would thereby 
read himself out of the party, according to 
Cannonites. In this view there Is some rea- 
son to believe the administration concurs. 

The insurgents hold, however, that such 
action should not be interpreted as an indi- 
cation that they no longer are of the Repub- 
lican faith. They do not propose to go into a 
caucus binding themselves in advance to 
support in every detail any measure which 
might be submitted. 


Triple Alliance for Campaign. 


It has been agreed among the party lead- 
‘ers here that there shall be a triple combina- 
tion of the congressional committee, the na- 
tional tommittee, and the National League 
of Republican Clubs, to carry on the battle 
for the control of the next congress. The 
league, it is contended, will prove of great 
value, particularly in the west. 

Republican leaders also are counting upon 
the cabinet members to render service dur- 
ing the coming campaign. One instance of 
this is the part which Secretary Nagel of the 
department of commerce and labor has taken 
in the Sixth Missouri district, where a suc- 
cessor to the late Representative De Armond 
is to be elected next week.

man, standing in my position, to face them. 

“As to controversies let me say that all 
evidence, questions of fact, must be weighed 
broadly. It is the case with every trust, as 
much as we condemn them fof their miqul- 
ties. The evidence must be weighed. It 
no good to denounce @ person on the witnes 
stand if he testifies against you.

MAY INCREASE TANGLE. 


Election Commissioners Hope for 
Passage of the Anti-Fraud 
Measures. 


—— 


The Democratic county committee will have 
the chance this afterndon to put itself upon 
record as favoring the passage of the Hamil- 
ton-Murray primary bill, which will be up 
next Tuesdey for final action in the house 
at Springfield. If the committee is friendly 
to the pending bill, every Jegislator who is 
friendly to National Committeeman Roger C. 
Sullivan may be expected to vote for the 
amended Dill. os ' 

By the same token, it will be as good as set- 
tled that the other faction of Democracy in 
the house, led by Lee O'Neil Browne of La 
Salle county, will fight stubbornly againet it. 

The upshot of it all will be, according to 
the best information obtainable, that the / 
much whispered Deneen-Sullivan coalition 
upon direct primary legisiation will be upon 
the point of consummation, and the Hamilton 
bill, as amended by the Murray chain of se- 
tions, will get the necessary seventy-seven 
votes and be shipped over to the senate. 

The Republican county committee meets 
Monday afternoon and it has the same chance 
to say something which would be authorita- 
tive with the bulk of the Cook county delega- 
tion at Springfield. 


Situation a Peculiar One. 

The primary situation at Springfield is pe- 
cullar. The Band of Hopers appear to be sat- 
iefied that the amended Hamilton bill is suf- 
ficiently constitutional to warrant their sup- 
port. This is the judgment of: Representa- 
tives Hull, King, Hamilton, and other real 
friends of direct primaries. It is their belief 
that the Hamilton-Murray bill is the beet 
that can be secured from the house at this 
time and they will try to put it through the 
house in order that favorable concessions 
may be obtained in a conference committee. 

The Cook county organization leaders are 
not changed a particle in their opposition to 
a state wide primary law. It i¢ possible the 
county committee may go on record in favor 
of the Shurtleff halfbreed bill. The Repub- 
Hean representatives who take orders from 
Chicago ward managers voted straight 
through the piece Thursday for amendments 
generally accepted as intentionally wicked. 

Their votes were necessary for the adop- 
tion of the Murray amendments. Whether 
they will vote for the amended bill on third 
4 is a close question. 

cKinley’s Word a Surprise. 

Tun TRIBUNE's poll of the Illinois congres- 
sional delegation at Washington may have 
some effect upon the case Tuesday. on- 
gressman McKinley told Tun Trisune that 
he favors a direct plurality primary law. 
Yet at Springfield Wednesday every repre- 
sentative but one from McKinley's district, 
most of whom. were ardent direct primary 
men a year ago, voted for anything which 
smacked of harm to the bill. It has been 
repeatedly charged that Congressman Mo- 
Kinley has used every influence against a 
direct primary bill. If he is now for a direct 
primary law it may be that his legislators 
will again change their minds.

Need of the Peasont. 


What the peasant needs is not more relics, 
more feast days, more fast days, or even more 
religion or more laws: He needs example. So- 
ciety in Roumania, through all his days and as 
far back as his father’s father can remember, 
has lived off some one else. It has never been 
the fashion to work in Roumania in the mem- 
ory of the oldest peasant, and the peasant him- 
self has had to pay the cost of the whole bill. 
The Roumanian gentlemen have never been even 
good gentlemen farmers. The country still suf- 
fers from the curse of the old régime of tax- 
gatherers, and in the modern system when the 
land has really come to have a respectable valve 
the gentleman farmer does not superintend his 
estate himeelf but passes it on to some Jew. 

The prefect of this county has an automobile, 
for it seems that the government bought one of 
these machines for each of the prefects. The 
idea is a good one, but. the contrast between the 
automobile and the farmer’s wagon, which often 
looks like a large sized perambulator, hitched to 
a horse no larger than a burro or more often to 
a pair of skinny oxen, is too sharp. These Rou- 
manian peasants are poor; there is no .doubt 
about it. In the village which I visited this 
in the prefect’s machine in company 
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It must be sadly overcrowded, and, the schools 
master admits, quite inadequately manned. 

There are two inns in the village, the poorest 
and meanest I have seen. They not only have 
dirty earth floors but in their general atmos- 
phere of poverty can only be compared to our 
saloons of the lowest type. This being a rei- 
gious. holiday, they were well fille@ with peas- 
ants, men and women. The drink is a white 
brandy which sells for 1 cent a glass. Wine 
sells for 2 cents a glass, but is not much; used. 
During an entire year no arrest has been’ made 
in the village and crime is practically unknown. 


Awe and Humility Shown. 


When one enters one of these taverns one 
feels that besides the natural feeling of respect 
which the peasant has for a stranger dressed in 
European garb there is back of it a sense of 
awe and humility which could only have come 
from a long period of virtual serfdom One 
feels the same thing on the road, where every 
peasant removes his hat—and they fairly fall 
over themselves to. get out of the way! 

In the notary’s office, the chief magistrate of 
the village, is a framed memorial, a wreath of 
oak and holly surmounted by the imanian 
standard, and within are the names of the three: 
men of the village who lost their lives in Rou- 
mania’s war against the Turks in 1877-78. 1

Beauty and Health. 


BY MARIAN MARTINEAU. 


ANICURING is not difficult to do and 
unless one has plenty of money to spare 
it is fooilsh to pay for professionsi 
service.. Any one can readily manicure 
their nails, and often with better effect 

than a professional, in about twenty minutes. 

The instruments needed are: A good, slender 
nail file, two pair of scissors, both curved, but 
one much finer than the other; emery boards; 
orangewood sticks; a cuticle knife and cleaner 
combined in one; a chamois buffer; a small bot- 
tle of peroxide; a small bottle of lemon juice; 
and a small package of absorbent cotton. 

First file the nails, bearing in mind that the 
almond shaped nail is to be preferred, but at 
the same time to follow as near as possible the 
outline of the tip of the finger. After the nalis 
have all been thoroughly filed and shaped place 
in a bowl of werm, sudsy water. It will be 
found that the water can be made more soapy 
by using a tablespoonful of green .soap to a 
bowl of water. Add a few drops of perfume 
to the water, Let the hands soak in the. water 
for about seven minutes. Remove and with the 
orangewood stick, which has had ‘wrapped 
around it a small piece of absorbent, cotton that 
has been dipped in the peroxide, gently push the 
cuticle down from each nail 80 as to show the 
crescent, the much desired beauty spot, in each 
nail. The greatest care must be used in push- 
ing down the cuticle, or, if jagged, broken, or 
torn, hatigriails will be caused. If there are al- 
ready torn spots in the cuticle surrounding the 
nail cut them off as closely as possible with 
the thin scissors and touch the spot with a 
drop of peroxide. Now take the emery board 
and trim off of each nail the rough edges left 
by the file. . 

Now touch the surface of each nail with nail 
rouge, uSing as little as possible. The rouge is 
used not so much to give color as to act as a 
body to hold the polishing powder. Apply a 
touch of polishing powder to each nall, also put 
a liberal supply of the powder on the chamois 
buffer. Rub each nail briskly up and down and 
across at least a hundred times. Care must be 
taken not to treat the nail roughly, for if you 
bruise it in any way the white spots will form. 
After all the nails have been polished carefully 
dip them in warm, soapy water and scrub vig- 
orously with a stiff nail brush. Wipe dry. Put 
a small quantity of the polishing powder in the 
palm of your hand and rub the nails at least 
fifty times each with it. This gives the cele- 
brated hand ‘polish that the French women are 
so fond of. The hand is again dipped in the 
warm water and every particle of the rouge and 
powder scrubbed from the finger nalls and the 


cuticle.

PACKERS SAY FIGHT-ON PRICES | 
Has DEMORALIZED MARKETS. 


Condition in Bast Expected to Reach, 
Chicago Next Week—Lamb Quota-. 


* Dressed meat markets fn New York, Bos 
ton, and Philadelphia are demoralized: as a 
result of the agitation over high prices, and 
the Chicago market will be in the same condi- 
tion next week, as it always follows the east,”’ 
gald a sheep buyer for one of the principal 
local packing houses. 

Anticipating such, packers continued their 
fight against live stock prices, and while they 
could not force any further reduction in the 
quotations on hogs and cattle they succeeded 
in breaking the market for lambs to 10 cents 
and 85 cents lower than on Thursday, bring- 
ing the prices to 65 cents and 81 a hundred 
pounds lower than a week ago. 

Enicage meat retallers yesterday said that 
a reduction of & to 1 cent a pound had been 
made within three or four days in the prices 
of all kinds of meats except fresh pork prod- 
acts. 

They also said they expected further de- 
clines in all grades extépt pork, the prices 
on the latter being maintained by a shortage 
in hogs. ö

Dr. Wiley characterized it as a flagrant form 
of adulteration, The more sewage the oys- 
ter receives, he.said, the more corpulent 
and the whiter it becomes, giving itan edible

Col. Sir James Dunlop Smith has just been appointed 


to the office of political A. D. C. to the secretary of 
state for India at Whitehall in the place of the late 
Col. Sir Willlam Curzon Wyllie, who was murdered last 
spring by a young Indian student in London while at- 
tending an entertainment at the Imperial institute, or- 
ganized for the benefit of young natives of his class. 
The assassination created a great sensation at the time, 
as: Sir William Wyllie was shot down literally at his 
wife's side, dying almost instantly. 

The title of the office of political A. D. C. to the sec- 
retary of state is misleading. For his duties are of a 
most multifarious and responsible character. He has 
not only to take charge of every one of the many In- 
dian rulers and princes who come to London, to provide 
for their entertainment, to see that they are treated 
with proper distinction at court, in society, and by 


the public, and that they receive their full share of hon- 


ors, but he is also.accountable for their safety and for 


‘their good conduct" while they are in the united king- 


dom, and, indeed, anywhere west of Suez. | 

He iu required to see that they do not get into con- 
tact with any people, either in England or on the con- 
tinent, likely to impair their loyalty and friendship 
toward Great Britain. All this has to be done in the 
most delicate fashion without giving the slightest of- 
fense to these most susceptible of orientals. 

Then, too, the political A. D. C. is expected to exercise 
a species of supefvision over the two or three thousand 
natives of India who are now in England and on the 
continent, some of them as lawyers, some of them as 
merchants, and some as students. It was because a 
student objected to this supervision and resented it 
that he shot Sir William Wyllie last year. 

It mtist be remembered that these natives of India 
in Great Britain represent all sorts of different races, 
creeds, and castes, and that what will be relished by 
one will offend another. In fact, the affice of the late 
| Sir William Wyllie, and that which Sir James Dunlop 
Smith has now taken up in London is one of the utmost 
aifficulty, calling for no end of tact, diplomacy, and, 


above all, a profound knowledge of Indian life and con- 


dition These Sir James may be said to possess, the 
best proof thereof being furnished by the fact that 
for the last five years he has been acting as private 
secretary to Lord Minto. 


The position of private secretary to the viceroy of 


India is one of great authority and influence, since it 
is virtually that of the alter ego of the governor gen- 
eral. It is highly paid, and has been held by such 
men as the earl of Cromer, Gen. China Gordon, and 
Sir Donald Mackenzie Wallace. 

Sir James is a soldier by profession, and while his 
entire career has been spent in India it has been al- 
most purely administrative and political. To the ex- 
perience that he has thus acquired must be added that 
which he has inherited from his father, George Smith, 
whose name is familiar throughout the missionary 


world as the secretary and executive officer ot the 


Indian missions of the U. F. church of Scotland.

Mr. A. M. Broadley is responsible for 
the volume—of formidable proportions—en- 
titled “DR. JOHNSON. AND MRS. 


THRALE,“ issued by the John Lane com- a 


pany. The excuse for its publication is the 
hitherto unprinted diary kept by Mrs. Thrale 
dealing with the brief Welsh tour which Mr. 
and Mrs. Thrale and their little daughter 
took in the company of Dr.—then Mr.—John- 
son. The manuscript of this diary was put 
up for sale in June, 1008, at the same time as 
many of the other Piozzi papers, and in the 
catalogue it was described as “ containing 
numerous interesting anecdotes of what the 
doctor did and said during the journey.” This 
cannot be said to be an accurate description, 
for though the figure of the doctor looms 
large in the background Mrs. Thrale has lit- 
tie enough to say about him. Her attitude 
toward him of combined ennui and admira- 
tion, reverence and irritation is apparent 
enough, but the diary really serves its best 
purpose in helping the reader to understand 
the character, disposition, and taste of the 
lady to whom, Dr. Johnson devoted twenty 
years of his life. 

It is a matter of ancient gossip how, at the 
conclusion of that time, Mr. Thrgle, the hus- 
band of the lady, having passed from his 
fiefs, holdings, and honors, his lady, instead 
of turning to Dr. Johnson, who might have 
been supposed to be her natura! protector, 
smiled upon the musician Piozzi, and in mar- 
rying him sacrificed her friends, the approval 
of relatives, and her position in history. 

The journal is not, to tell the truth, a sig- 
nificant one. One glimpses, indeed, the fugi- 
tive feminine soul of this vivacious lady 
who was made to be the companion of two 
such imposing men as the taciturn, dominat- 
ing, and arrogant Thrale and the demanding, 
interminable Johnson, the thinker of colossal] 
and exhaustless thoughts. Queeney,” the 
daughter, falling il} upon the journey, Mrs. 
Thrale worries because it seems to her she is 
ailing as her sister Lucy did, who died, 


though nobody but me could see that she 


wan not looking as usual,“ and she writes: 

Queeney has a weight over her eyes again 
today. I hear Harry has had a back tooth 
and Ralph cuts his teeth with pain.“ (These 
were her little sons.)

The thought of having two teething babies 
and Dr. Johnson on hand at one and the same 
time is enough to appall any woman, it would 
seem. Indeed, the whole journal betrays the 
distracting position of an ambitious woman 
who, having knocked at the, door of society 
both of the fashionable and intellectual sort 
and having been admitted, is torn with irri- 
tation at the conflicting demands put upon 
her. Never probably had one witty, inconse- 
quent, flattering, evasive lady two such impe- 
rious masters as Thrale and Johnson. Be- 
tween them they demanded al! of her time. 
Dropping with fatigue, she still must smile, 
retort, applaud while the doctor thundered 
his immortal platitudes; ill and restless, she | 
must sit properly appareled at the head of 
the table over which Thrale cominanded her 
to preside—and over which she herself, in 
her more ambitious moments, wished to 


reign. Her physical condition, however, was 


taken no account of by these men who shone 
jn her soctety, and who; alternately flatter- 
ing and snubdbing her, enacted their life 
drama largely for her benefit.

I thought to have lived at 
Streatham in quiet and comfort,“ she con- 
fides to the pages of her journal, to have 
kissed my children and cuffed them by turns, 
and had a place always for them to play in, 
and here I must be shut up in that odious 
dungeon, where nobody will come near me, 
the children are to be sick for want of air, 
and I am never to see a face but Mr. John- 
son's. O, what a life it is, and how truly do 
I abhor it!“ 

It had been a great day when Dr. Johnson 
Hirst consented to honor the Thrale country 
Shouse with his presence, and he made and 
kept there for twenty years the salon over 
which the diverting Mrs. Thrale smiled. He 
was excellently fed, well bedded, and well 
bathed, provided with carriages and serv- 


ants, placed, in fact, in a setting becoming to 


him, and he repaid with thanks, brutalities, 
cajolings, snubs, discourse, admonitions, and, 
finally, reproaches that fell like bludgeons 
upon the head of the woman who flew from 
him, from fame and favor, and threw herself 
in the arms of a, man who loved her upon 
terms of eyudlity. She has Been’ held in 
much contempt for seeking happiness tn this 
manner. She wasguilty, it appeared, of a 
sort of treason in liberating herself from Dr. 
Johnson. Perhaps her act even was looked 
upon as an impiety. But it must be remem- 
bered that it was the year 1774 and that se- 
cession was in the air. Mrs. Thrale must 
have felt it to be a propitious time for rebels, 
and she was evidently imbued with some of 
that courage which animated the American 
continental congress.

Mrs. Thrale's literary reputation rests upon 
her two volumes of Anecdotes,“ two vol- 
umes of Letters, her Thrallana,“ and 
her ‘Commonplace books.‘ She had an out- 
going style and attempted no reserves, but a 
quality of innate breeding kept her, it would 
appear, from tering sentiments which 
would show her to be in any way smal! mind- 
ed or ignoble. Petulant shecould de. Why 
does every one on some occasion or other 
perpetually do better than I can?“ she in- 
quires in her Welsh diary. But small natured 
she certainly was not, and Johnson's friends 
ought to have appreciated her for what she 
did not say in the replies she wrote to his 
austere letters of reproach for her disaffec- 
tion from himself. 

She seems to have had none ot that slyness, 
that peculiar habit of nosing which dis- 
tinguished the quaint Fanny Burney. More 
self-centered, more genuinely aristocratic in 
her impulses and indifference to the doings 
of others than Miss ‘Buriiey,. she strikes the 
reader of today as being a lady whose forti- 
tude was admirable, whose soul was evasive, 
whose sense of truth was mutable, and whose 
nerves were much tried. She at any rate con- 
tributed to the enjoyment of many during 
her life and fed the fires of vanity in three 
successful, opinionated, and commanding 
men. It is not too late to rejoice that with 
the third one she found happiness and con- 
tentment.

HE STOPS 160 OPPONENTS. 


Unlike Fighters of Today, Bos- 
tonian Met All Comers in 
Bouts, Barring Nobody.

What is generally known as the greatest 
“ knocking. out tour in the history of pugi- 
nam began on Sept. 27, 1883, following my 
victory over Slade, the half breed Maori 
from New Zéaland. On that spectacular 
tour, which was arranged py Al. Smith, I 
fought in 154 cities throughout the United 
States and British Columbia. I knocked out 
160 men. I have their names at hand, but 
for lack of space will omit them ‘here. Mr. 
Smith offered on my behalt the sum of $1,000 
for any man that would stand before me fer 
four rounds. Nobody ever won it. 

That tour netted ue the immense sum of 
$180,000. Unlike the chkmpions of today, I 
barred nobody, but issued a sweeping chal- 
lenge that could be accepted by any mau 
who felt so disposed. I have always believed 
that what popularity I have today is due to. 
that triumphaltour. It was conclusive proof 
that I was afraid to meet nobody, and that 
always makes a hit with the public. The 
men who pay their money to see fights like to 
see a fighter who is willing to take a chance. 

I often had propositions made to me 
to let up on a man so that he could 
win distinction and lose the. $1,000 prize, 
None of these propositions were ever 
accepted. Al Smith and myself started out with 


the understanding that everything was to be on 
the level, and we stuck to tt. : 


Smith Explains Mace Challenge. 


I was frequently challenged by Jem Mace. the 
one time great fighter, but Bll of his propositions 
were sidetracked for reasons that I will ex- 
plain in the words of Al Smith. 

We were Cincinnati when a reporter came to 
Mr. Smith and asked hy he had not accepted 
the challenge of Mace, which looked good on 
paper. a 

Here is the truth of the matter.“ sald Mr. 
Smit. When Mace was here before I was his 
Arm, fast friend, and was his umpire when he 
faced Coburn in Canada. Until I saw Sullivan 
I thought he was the best man in the world. When 
Mace first talked of meeting Sullivan, which was 
before the Maori went against him, he came to 
me and said: 

want to meet this young fellow, Sullivan. 
but I don’t want to be knocked out. It would 
break my heart if I was. Now, I want you to fix 
it so | won't,’ 

"I. replied: ‘Jem, why not go against him 
on the dead square? We can pack Madison Square 
garden at $2 a ticket for common seats. It will 
hold $20,000, and suposg¢ you de get knocked out, 
we will split the receipts in twe and you will have 
$10,000 for your trouble.’ 


“Sully” on the Level. 


He asked me to give him until next day to 
think it over, and he did so. Thé next night he 
met me and urged me to see Sullivan about his 
proposition, as it would break’ his heart to be 
knocked out. To oblige him, I went to Boston, 
where Sullivan was training for his fight with the 
Maori, ead delivered Mace's message, saying, as 
I did so: 

Now, do as you please about it.’ 

There is only one thing I will do about it,’ 
answered Sullivan, and that is 1 will do my best. 
and let him do the same. Alll have ever made has 
been by doing this, and 1 won't quit to oblige Mr. 
Mace.’ 

„ When asked if he would meet Sullivan then, 
he said: Not for the bloody Bank of England.“ 

After Sullivan beat the Maori, Mace resumed 
his challenges. One day I met him and said: 
Jem, \you had better accept our proposition. You 
are getting to be an old man, and in a year or 
two no one will believe that you will have any 
chance to fight Sullivan. You had better make this
